Provided further that departmental proceedings, if instituted while the 
employee was in service, shall after the retirement of the employee, be 
deemed to be proceedings under these regulations and shall be 
continued and concluded by the authority by which they were 
commenced in the same manner as if the employee had continued in 
service. 

(2) No departmental proceedings, if not instituted while the employee was 
in service, shall be instituted in respect of an event which took place more 
than four years before such institution : 

Provided that the disciplinary proceedings so instituted shall be in 
accordance with the procedure applicable to disciplinary proceedings in 
relation to the employee during the period of his service. 

(3) Where the Competent Authority orders recovery of pecuniary loss from 
ihe pension, the recovery shall not ordinarily be made at a rate exceeding 
one third of the pension admissible on the diate of retirement of the
